tonfirming tthe story of ‘his secret mar- 
riage to her while still heir apparent, and 
for the purpose of legitimizing the children 
she had borne him, had the corpse sol- 
emnly crowned as queen of Portugal in the 
convent of Alcobaca, where it was after- 
wards entombed among oer of 
Portugal.

“All 1 ask on the royalty system,”

gests to the publisher“ is a modest 20 per 
cent or so, a three years’ trial, an agreement 
drafted by myself, and an unaffected book- 
seller. I don't want a compulsory partner for 
life. I don't want a patron. I don't want 


an amateur collaborator. I don’t want a 


moralist. I don’t want a Telemachus. I 
don’t want a pompous humbug, nor a pious 
humbug, nor a literary humbug. I can dis- 
pense with a restatement of the expenses, 
disappointments, trials, and ingratitudes 
that pave the publisher's weary path to a 
destitute old age in a country house, with 
nothing to relieve its monotony but three 
horses, a Mercedes automobile, and a flat in 
London. I have heard it so often! I don’t 
expect absolute truth, being myself a pro- 
fessional manufacturer of fiction; indeed, 
I should not recognize perfect truth if it 
were offered to me.
